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SECRECY AGREEMENT 


1. I acknowledge the fact that because of the particular fiduciary relationship 
between myself and the U, S. Government, I will be the recipient of information 
which, in itself or by the implications to be drawn therefrom, will be such that its 
unlawful disclosure or loose handling may adversely affect the interest, and possibly 
the security, of the United States.
